"Tba f(41owlng report 
prea an ta an aoeonat o( 
the traiiitaotions of 
tbis deffarliniint and 
the operutuina of tba 
W. F. VILAS. postal tt>i»ii"e diiritig 
the year ended with thi. :i)ih of J uk, Ihh;. 
the aecoud complete ti:>cal year of your al> 
miniatratioD. 

"The expectation of growth an 1 iinprovn- 
ment in tho alTaini of tbe piHtal sMrvi.'», in 
dulled in previous reporta, has hwMi pMali/od 
during thn paat year. In part ariaii.;; from 
an extension of the limits of inailahln nmt- 
ter of the fourth claHs, onlerml to ni'.<>t the 
requirements of trade, and from tho recflipts 
of the special delivery st»rviro, hut chii'fi)' 
from the greater employinnnt of all postal 
fadlities poineq'.ient upon therixiiit; hiiHiiiess 
proaperity of tho (-ountry, fmitifiilly re- 
flected in tli9 p<i»tal service, til.' revenues 
have gainel njwn the priH-n ini(? year by 
nearly f4,8»o,O.K), attaining a lioiijht never 
reached before, despite tho restrictive oper- 
atlon of various reductions in tlie rates of 
poatage. Upon the other hand, th.. study of 
aoonomy has not been wiibuut t<fTeet in re- 
atraining tbe neoeasarily risinu; scale of 
expenditure, ao that the incri-atto of cash 
diaburaementa baa but little ovorstttppa.! %i, - 
000,000. 

"Thus the deficiency charged upon the 
general treanury, which two years since waa 
a round SMven millions and a year ago but 
about sovonty thouaind les*, has been re- 
duced aini'ist three-sevenths, while the fair 
argury from our present circnmsts ncea 
givea bopo that during tiie current year it 
will nearly if not entirely disappear. If 
there shall rimain at the year's end any ex- 
cess of ea.sli exiwudituro above receipts, it 
cant|ot hut l>e much les^< tbau the postai^es 
upon the iniiil matter of the governir .nt 
itself, estiiiiat<id to be at least two mill ons 
annually, and ruasonab.y its detrt, to tbe 
porttal servu!<». It, may, therefore, be fairly 
affirmed that from the l«ginniiig of the 
current fls.'al year the (.ostal Ht.rvioe has 
again Iwcoiiie substantially self-sn»tailllll^;; 
and tbe prodiotioii be ventured tiiat if the 
revenues be not fnrtber cripple 1, and only 
a similar ratio of increaiiing ex])en liture Iw 
held, the next, Il eal year will yield a sur- 
plus, which should, under tho same condi- 
tions, annually iurreaae. 

"It is ]>ro(K(r, also, parenthetically, to add 
that expaiiaioa of the (>ower an 1 usefulnosa 
of the service baa kept pace with ite Im- 
prove>l &M;al oondition by much increase in 
the number of ita poatotB.MS, of it'i em- 
ployes, of ita routes and mileage of mail 
transportation, by ad.litioaa to ita faat mail, 
and other special featurai^ aad, i adaail, la 

every branch of its work. 

"Tho total number of jxietofflo.ia of all 
olasaea on tbe 1st day of J<ily, l'Si7, stood at 
(.^IST, besidea which there were also tU 3 
branch offices or atatioiu. Uf the branch 
cfflcea, all auxiliary to the poatofHcea in the 
larger citiea, -tS" are stations for tba aale of 
■tampa and stain|>e<l |)ai>er only, maintained 
at Fniail coat; 41 others are also registration 
offloaa; J5 mora are both regiatry and money 
order stations beaide; and 7t) more are car- 
rier atatioiu in a<ldition, except that six of 
them do no money order businasa Tbe car- 
rier stations are generally postotHoea in all 
but name, having a suuerinteudaat, ranted 
apartmenta, and suitable allowancea I 

"Ainoi.g all the poatotBcea, 7,74) were on ' 
tbe '.St day of July money onler offices, in 
addition to lOd money order atationa; and 
VA offices beaida' ««• a«l|Mrlart i» 

postal notea. 

"To bring the general figures up to a 
more reoent date, the whole nuinbar of [>oat- 
officaa on tbe 1st day of Octol>er had becom* 
56,41U, of whiob 'i,'At'>\ were saltrieJ or presi- 
dential otiloos, distributed in classes and .V{, - 
OfV-l were fourth class. Hesidea tha.se were 
(fo5 branch offices or stations, an increase of 
12 for the sale of stamps only. Of tba whole, 
8,089 were money order ofltoM aad IIU 
money or.ier atationa. 

APPOIirrMBl«TS. 

"Tba appointmenta of postmasters nam* 
bered altogether duritig the fiscal year 18,- 
070, of whiob 0,*M3 were to fill vat^nciea 
happening upon the expiration of commis- 
aioits or by reaignationa; 3,564 upon removals 
or itupenaiona; 5tiU by death, ami .1,04'! to 
newly eatablished ofHoes. Uf tbaae appoint- 
menta, Httii were upon your commiaaiontu va- 
oanciaa which happened from tbe cauaes and 
in tbe respective nnmbera following : By ex - 
piration uf comnUaaiou, S.V>; by reaignation, 
12*J; by removal or snsi)en4ion, %M \ by 
death .'R), and upon the asiigninent of fourth 
class onices to a presidential class, 145. 

"A change of administration, resulting 
from the suciMss in the elections of \ politi - 
oal party for a long period previously ex- 
cluded from partici|>ation in government 
aervioa, naturally constitutes a peculiar 
e|><>cb in tbe course of appointmenta of 
postmaHteni, from which statistical infor- 
mation inav be exhibited with an interest, 
if not a value, not attaching to the ordinary 
annual |>erioda 

"Of tbe offlcaa within the praaideotial 
daaaaa, a careful review of the reglstera 
presenta tbe following flgurea of the action 
taken between the date of your inau|{ura- 
tion and the termination of the fiscal year 
under review. Un the 4th of March, IS85. 
Tbe entire immber of preaidenttal postoffloaa 
waa t,V&'y, of these Ave have been disconllnr 
ued, and 18.5 relegate.1 to fourth claas, leav- 
ing a remainder of 2, UU. 

"Tbe following atatement shows the oom- 
parative status of tbe incnmbenta of these 
offioea at tbe entl of the , fiscal year, so far 
asdlacloaed by nunilier and time c>f appoint- 
ment, ami tbe causes of vacancies: New 
appointmenta, on expiration of commisaions, 
60S; new apiM.intiuents, on voluntary resig- 
nations, 415; new appointments, on deaths. 
«i4; new ao|)Ointmenta, on saspensinns or re- 
uiovals, tliJ; reappointments, on expiration 
of oommissioii^ 37; remaining umter 
former .-omniissioiis, ^U.'l; making a total of 
ia,149: Tbua, tba aama inoumbanta bald at 



the end uf Uie year >un of tbeee offioea, and 
rare in poewsaion of 1,809." 
poBTorrin BuiLOiiftta. 
Undar tba head of buildings for poatoffloea 
lha poatmaater general aays: "Tbe ooovic- 
Mdq baa become strong in my mind, from 
ttaaebaarvation and experience enjoyed In 
thia place, that the government should 
buikl ita postoffices aeparatelv and solely for 
postal uises; that they should he constructed 
wholly by this department, and with requi- 
site prm^autiuns of law to secure economy, 
suitability and harmony of design; that 
they shoul.i be built in every city or town 
where the magnitude of the service war- 
rants nn indp|)endent office, although from 
time t/o lime only, perha(M, as tbe rarploa 
revenues of tho service will warrant. 

"Tho dnfiartment should be provided 
With an architect and practical builder, to 

In oUaf of tba division of construction, 
aoma of whoso clerka ahould be skilled 
draoghtaman and two or three competent 
inspectors be assigned to his aid. A moder- 
ate addition to the roster of tbe department 
will be amply sufficiant if uniformity of 
deaign ba required and followed. With the 
aid of the anparTiaing architect of tba 
Itaaaory, or otbarwise, and aubject to 
proper approval, a design for a postoffioa 
ahould baao devised that, with modification 
in size only, similar buildings may Iw built 
in difffien o ties without limit of number, 
and ail ao diMigned and built that, while in 
ita flrat cons. ruction tbe fairly prosivc-tiva 
aa well as immediate needs of each offloa 
afaall be entirely met, great if not iudefinita 
enlargement will ba poaaibla without im 
pairmant of tha gaaaral plan or the utilit] 
of tha portion first oonatructed, when 
fnrthar development or growth shall neces> 
aitate such action. To tbis end, as well as 
for proper security against fire, an ample 
space of ground — tha relative dimensions of 
which might be preaoribad by law— should 
be aeoured in tba bagiaaiaA aad iuriaUo-

"Uniformity of deaign and plan In the 
exterior, and ganarally of tba Interior also, 
but with adaptabla Tariations of tho in- 
tarior arraoganMnt, to only a small extent 
nsnaasary, appears ao highly daatrable that 
It ahould be eatabliahed by law. Itiaa 
maaatire of equal justice to Htadifllarent 
looalitiea; it will aflTord to tha aye every- 
where instant advertisement of the charac- 
ter and objeota of tbe structure as the 
national postoffloa; it will ii)sure tbe most 
laryioaable oSica aa wall aa tend to uni- 
formity of admiaiatrativa aarviaa and 
eapeoially, it becoinea a guaranty against 
extravagance in construction, the limits of 
coat being aamaaarUy Sxad thereby to a 
grtat dagraa, o«|^bK avao, oC daflaitioa bf 
itatutew"

Of ita money order aervice, Mr. Vilas 
■aya: "The money order aervice continued 
to indreaie in volume during the past year, 
the amount in tha aggregate of domestic 
orders issued raaohiag 91 17,462.000. bO, and 
of intarnatiooal orders trt,iia5,63<i. 31 ; 0.3 per 
oantnm of Inoraaaa orar tha preceding year 
in domestic ordara, and ii."!. 89 per oent. in 
foroign. Tbe aggreKate of postal notes ia. 
sued waa 1 824.81, and increase of but 
•30,8147<)k Thareduotion of tha Csa from 
8 to 6 cants for domaatio monay ordara aot 
STflaaiUng 15, pursuant to tha raoommanda- 
Ite oC two yaara ago, haa operated to iu- 
ONaaa tba aaa of tbis aervice to the ra- 
adHan of aamU anas in a noticeable degrea 
Tba average amoaot of each ordar iasued 
last year was but $1:1. Hi as against aa aver- 
Bgaof $li .%)in IMS, and largv sums in 
previous years. This ia also indioatad by 
tha increase of 1S.3T par oant. in tha num- 
ber of orders issuad, aad by tbe small in- 
orsase in the use of postal notes. In like 
maqper, the reduotiOB of tba faa for foraign 
ordara operatad aa anlargad ota of them, 
amoonting to 94.78 par oaai In number. 
Coaplalata of improper payman vs of money 
ordaia aambarad only forty-sa>en for tbe 
year, or ona to each 194,4<SU ord vrs paid. Of 
thaaa a poctioa waa recovered, others were 
ihowa to have bean oorreotly paid, and but 
% BMra trifla, by comparison, resulted in 
leas to postmasters or tha goramment."

Oa tb=s sabjaot tba raport says: "The 
fallway nail aarvioa, ita axtaat, inoraasa, 
ebaama, oparationa and conditions, pre- 
■aatad in tba raport of tha general superiu- 
tandent, shows that at tha olcae of tha fiscal 
year there war* ttlS Unas of railway post- 
i>ffloee. an inoraaaa of 41, extending over 
1 10. (SOU. 12 miles of railroad, an inoraaaa of 
&,tf3&'i2; the clerks in the service numbered 
4,85!, an inoreaae of 278; tbe total .laily dis- 
tance nin by clerks was .'S0,OT8. 58 miles, an 
Incraasa of 7,313 !l>t. The entire miles of 
tarvloa performed by clerks in crews was 
]0T,067,M]t, a gain of 4,143,733 over the pre- 
ceding year. Theee clerks handled 5,834,- 
800,875 pieoea of ordinary mail matter; 
B06, 1(19,400 mere than in tba previous year. 
In railroad tranaportatioo there was an ad- 
ditional employment of >,01S miles of newly 
built roads, tbe iiioreaaed coat of which, not 
yet entirely adjusted, is eetimated to be 

•304, :<ie4o. 

"Unhappily the casualties to clerks in 
their periloiu servioe were more numerous 
and diatreasiug. Five were killed by acci- 
dents while on duty, forty -five were eeri- 
ously and seventy-two slightly injured. 
Fifty were disabled to such extent that their 
places were filled for a time by acting clerks 
at the department's ooet In tbis connection 
I again urge the suggestions in my report 
(or Iri^.), that some provisions be ma<le for 
theee servants of the government who are 
seriously inaiuie<i or permanently disabled 
in a servioe which puta them to such risks uf 
life and limb. If the promiaa were hopeful, 
tbe argument might be well enlarged upon. 
The man who shall bring this deserving 
subject so btfectively to tbe favor of con- 
gress as to secure tbe enactment of auitable 
legialation will earn for his benevolence and 
tervloe the grateful homage of a faithful 
body of public servants ait.l a monument in 
the hearts of all right feeling people. 

"Tbe postofHoe oars iu the service of the 
department niimlwr 4,Tj, of which but .KKi 
are in ordinary luie, and UO are in rueerve 
on different lines for oontingeucies. It is 
within bounds to affirm that all thesi might 
be to-day purchased or their duplicates man- 
ufactured for |l,000,00i); add for cleaning, 
stc. , at 9 f^) (ler'yoar each for in use, 

t-4i>,'--'40, the total is reac-btnl uf but 
• l,84ti,:M0. Yet simply for tbe use of these 
cars (or tbe last year, including cleauiug,

ply. Tbis change took eif eot on tba 1st of 
October, IbbS, and waa diraotiy opsrativa 
dariag bat alna montba tA. tba fiscal yaar 
ilMA Its affaot waa marked, neoaaaarily, 
and at tba and of tha yaar tba bistorio defi- 
cian<qr was again reat<nad to tba ladgar in 
tha aom of tbraa and a quarter milUona 
The increase In tha amployment of tba sar< 
▼Ice expected ftrom cheapening of rataa dl4 
not appear In tba following yaar; but tlu 
ravanue oontiaoad to diminish and the as> 
penses to Inoraaaa ao that the 80th of June, 
1885, found a balaaoa of aaarly »9,O0O,OO0 
agaloat tha aarvioa to ba defrayed by tha 
ganaral treaaory. Tbia raanlt waa dua^ 
beyond doubt, to tba ganaral buainaaa da* 
pression prevailing from tba autumn of 
1883 in tbe financial circles of tho country, 

"Notwithstanding the already large defi- 
ciency, the act of I800, which took etfect oa 
tbe first day of the flsoal year then ap- 
proaching, imposed two further limitations 
npon the aourcea of revenue, by .loubling 
tbe weight fur the single rate of letter poat- 
age, making the unit an ounce instea>l of a 
half ounce, and diminishing by one-half the 
charge upon newspapers and (.oi'i.xiicals, 
from two cants to one oent per poun 1. The 
measure of money loaa of the former it is 
difficult to deutrminn, but has been aati- 
mated as pr^obably from|80<i,000to$n00,000; 
tbe loss by the latter is practically a calcu- 
lable sum, about 11,300,000. Ck>nteiiiplating 
tbe couitequences of these limiting changes 
in the postage rate4, it was not anticipated 
that a loss deficiency than 8tf,00«),oo<) would 
be found on the 30th of June, 1>:<S0, although 
an increase in gross recipts sutllruent to 
yield a total revenue of t44,000,000 war esti- 
mated. Tbe^venue came somewhat short, 
about (<Vt,000, of the latter sum, but tbe ex- 
penditures were found capable of reduction 
to less than the eetimated total by so much 
that the .leflciency, instead of increasing, 
was leasene<l nearly t70,<X)0, and amounted 
aaly to abjut |0,U(»,000. 

"Tbe past fiscal yesu- baa been burdened 
by no change in the rates of postage, while 
tha highly prosperous condition of businesa 
affairs, giving loose to the enterprise and 
activity of our people, baa greatly aug- 
mented tbe employment of the service and 
Improved ita financial aspect. To keep sup- 
plied the rising demands upon it, some in- 
crease in the scale of expenditure baa been 
requisite; yet the increase in gross revenues 
has gone so far beyond that the year closed 
with a deficit of but $4, 000,000, reducing the 
postal burden on the general treasury 
nearly three -sura! it lis. 

"Tba appropriation 'for transi.ortation 
of tha foreign maiW was but (:{75.0<KI, and 
the deficiency In that item is, therefore, 
•60,811.53. The approprialtai • la piy bal- 
ances was •100,000.'' 

MAILABLE UATTIR. 

On the nubjeot of the numerous ooin- 
plainte which have tteeti received at tbe 
poatofH.M department relating to tbe preeeni 
laws of fourth class matter, the poatmastSi 
general sayi,: "The present law appears to 
go upon the theory that advertisement!
